INTRODUCTION 


Welcome to this interactive exploration of TYTANIC. 1" 
During the planning and production of the film “Titanic,” I made it 
an inviolate goal to honour the more than 1,500 people who perished 
aboard Tivanic by depicting their true stories and by honouring the 
facts. This CD-ROM is an extension of that goal. I saw it as a unique 
opportunity to create a kind of living history, combining the massive 
amount of available historical information and documents with film 
footage which faithfully recreated events depicting her brief life and 
heartbreaking demise. 


The programme chronicles the hubris and optimism of the Gilded Age 
that produced this great ship, the sailing of her full-steam into disaster 
and the aftermath which produced many conflicting accounts of her 
sinking. Certain of these contradictions, such as whether she actually 
broke in two before disappearing into the North Atlantic, have been 
resolved only recently with the ae. technology enabling 
exploration of the wreck site. lam. e one of the few who 
has seen and captured the image hulk which is all 
that remains of TITANIC today. 


It is my hope that this programme will inform and fascinate and most 
of all celebrate the glorious ship called TITANIC.

OVERVIEW 
James Cameron's Titanic Explorer is divided into three CD-ROMs, as follows: 


Disc One: Volume 1, Origins of Titanic and maiden voyage prior to striking the iceberg. 
Disc Two: Volume 2, Striking the iceberg to the arrival of the rescue ship Carpathia. 
Disc Three: Volume 3, Rescue of survivors to modern-day salvage and reconstruction efforts. 


At any given time, you can access information in two ways. Use the Timeline/Browser button to 
toggle between these two screens: 


Timeline, Hear and see a detailed account of Titanic as it unfolds through a series of 
chronologically-arranged Timeline Events, chronicling the history of Titanic. 


Browser, Search the extensive Archives and Activities contained within the Browser, 
including passenger and crew biographies, eyewitness testimonies, vintage 
photograph collections, historical data, glossary, blueprints, virtual tour and 
a computer simulation of the sinking.

Tour THE SHIP 


This QuickTime Virtual Reality tour allows you to “walk through” Titanic in all her 
elegance and splendour, as if you were inspecting her lavish decks before the 
maiden voyage. There are more than 60 VR locations to explore. 


1. Elevation Indicator — Shows what deck you are currently viewing. 


2. Point Locator — Dots indicate VR location points, with the active point highlighted. 
Click on a dot to jump directly to that VR location. 


3. VR Window — An eye-level perspective of the current VR location. 


* To rotate the 360-degree view, click and drag from left to right. 
* When the cursor changes into an arrow, that indicates a new VR location. 
To move from one VR location to another, click when the arrow cursor appears. 
* To zoom in, hold down the SHIFT key. 
* To zoom out, hold down the CONTROL key.

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TRANSCRIPTS

One day after Titanic’s survivors arrived in New York, the US. Senate began an official investigation 
into the cause of the disaster. For three long weeks, weary crewmen and passengers were grilled by 
Senator William Alden Smith, who made them answer for their actions on that fateful night.

2. Day’s Transcript / Summary — Select “Day's Transcript” to show the full text of 


the transcript. Select “Summary” for a brief summation of the transcript for that day. 


3. Day / Subject Selector — If you are viewing the transcripts by day, use this 
slider to select which day of the hearings you want to access. If you are viewing 
by subject, use this slider to select a subject. Make your selection by moving the 
menu up and down through the viewer. The selected day/subject will appear 
within the viewer. 


4. Search by Subject — Click here to summon a list of subject areas covered 
within the transcripts. Selecting a subject area will yield a list of related links. 
Upon making your selection, the Activity Window will reappear with the selected 
subject featured. 


5. Find — To look for a specific word or phrase among all transcripts, type it in and 
click “Find.” Click “Find Next” to look for multiple appearances of the same word or 
phrase.
